Material was also provided which 
formed the basis for both a statement and pamphlet publishod by tho plant manage- 
ment. A virtual newspaper debate between tho League's Soorotary and Ovorgaard in 
which the Stamford Advooate gave full cooperation was the final incident vfoich 
turned tho tide and completely demoralized the Communist effort* 

After leaving the state for a period, Ovorgaard returned again to 
organize similar drives in both Bridgeport, and Hartford. His activities were now 
devoted exclusively to tho "war industry" plants but despite the full support givon 
to his oompaign by a host of red elements and the full time cooperation of throe 
experienced organizers his efforts continued to meet with reverses as a result of 
League attack. In every part of the state and in every industry the emissaries of 
the Communist movement have been aotive in attempting to spread dissontion, dissat- 
isfaction and discontent. 



PUBLICITY - In the past two years, with gratifying results, more stress has boon 
laid on this partioular phase of our work than ever beforo. Whoreas in tho past 
newspapers and periodicals were reluctant to use "copy" on tho so-called "red 
menace", today our releases are not only being welcomed but are givon bettor than 
ordinary display. Material on every angle of the rod campaign prepared by our staff 
writers has appeared in Conneotiout and New England newspapers, and seme articles 
have been syndicated by a national news service. Throughout the year five special 
articles have been published in the Conneotiout State Journal and their value has 
been considerably enhanced by the faot that several of the leading newspapers have 
quoted from them in their editorial columns with favorable comment. Tho "Craftsman", 
semi-official organ of the Connecticut Federation of Labor was so impressed with the 
factual accuracy of the information oontained in the December issue of the "Journal" 
that they plagiarized large portions of it. 

COOPERATION WITH OFFICIALS - With increasing confidence, civio officials, prose- 
outing officers and polio* have availed themselves of the specialized assistance 
which the League has been privileged to render since its inception. 

UNDERCOVER INVESTIGATION - This activity in previous years has been confined solely 
to the inner workings of tho various red movements and to their participation in 
strikes. The League has always maintained one or more individuals in the Communist 
organization so as to keep informed concerning the plans and activities of organisers 
and agitators. A means was provided, in this way, to circumvent many of tho radi- 
cals' plans and also to furnish a check on the comparative success or failure of 
their various plans. 

DISRUPTIVE TACTICS - The first and for many years tho principal League activity con- 
sisted in having representatives attend disguised radical meetings and through per- 
sistent questioning of the speakers bring to light the true auspioes and tho subver- 
sive purposes of the gatherings. This policy was followed again during tho past year 
and in addition the same taotios wore used against red speakers appearing at mootmgs 
held under responsible and respectable auspices. A total of 142 meetings wero at- 
tended during the year. 

EDUCATIONAL LECTURES - The appearance of our speakers in public addresses has again 
been a major activity of the League. They have appeared before Rotary, Kiwanis, 
Lions, Civitan and Exchange Clubs,, Chambers of Commerce and other civic organic- 
tions Parent-Teachers' Associations, American Legion Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
other veterans* groups, Reserve Officers Association Chapters, Church Men s Clubs, 
^rS^WatiSn; and various patriotic bodies. The principal speakers made 
available for this purpose without charge wore: Harold Lord Varney, former Presi- 
dential labor aide, and Joseph P. Kamp, former Secretary of the League and now 
EaSor of rLtioml^ewspaper deyoted to a defense of American ideals from Communist 
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and Socialist attack. 



LITERATURE - While tho rod unions wero still in oxistonoo, oarly in tho year, two 
League pamphlets "Will You Join?", which oxposod all T.U.U*L. unions, and "Ho 
Joined tho Motal Workers Industrial Union," which doalt with a worker's experience, 
wore used to good advantage in combatting persistent organizers who rocanod tho 
state . In June'a new pamphlet "You Can Fool Some of the Pooplo..." told of tho 
change in red tactics and exposed tho new strategy. "Bridgoport Sitting on a Pow- 
der Barrel" was reprinted from a Connecticut State Journal article and received con- 
siderable distribution, especially in tho Bridgeport seotion of the state. During 
the year there were several reprints of standard League pamphlets and a revisod is- 
sue of tho four page folder entitled: "Socialism Spreads in Collegos and tho 
Y.M.C.A." A now pamphlet exposing the unemployed and relief workers being exploit- 
ed by the Communists has boon proparod and will bo issued shortly aftor tho first 
of tho year.

Huoh publicity has been given to the American loague Against 
War and Fas dim which held a so-called "United States Congroau Aeainot 
War and Fascism" in Chicago for thrr^ days beginning September £0th. 
Ihe "Congress was attended by approximately 3,000 delegates und which 
was hold in the Chicago Coliseum was, aooording to its own publicity, 
a demonstration for peace and against Fascism. 

Actually, from the beginning, it was a meeting organized and 
managed by the taiown officials of the American Communist rarty. 
Masquerading under the attractive alogan of Peace, the Oornmunist leado 
organised this demonstration in order to exploit for their own politic! 
purposes, the honest emotion for the ending of war which grips so many| 
of the Amerioan non-Communist public . 

That th$ purpose of the meeting was not primarily to oppose was 
but to aid the political fortunes of the Communist party was demon- 
strated by the speech of Rev. Harry F* Ward, National Chairman of the 
permanent organisation who presided over the Chicago proceedings. 
Addressing the session of Ootober 1st, Dr. Ward commented upon the fa< 
that Karl Browitr, the Rational Secretary of the Communist party had 
delivered a Communist speooh before the meeting on the previous day. 
He approved of this address in the statement: 

"How that it comes to participation of different political 
groups in this movement, my personal position is this; 
legitimately, the group which can offer to this movement 
the most valuable suggestions concerning the program and 
taotios, which can offer the most dynamic active force fo: 
carrying it out, will gain political activity out of it irj 
this league, and they are entitled to it/ 1 



On the evening preceding the first session of the "Congress, 11 a mass 
ing was held at the Coliseum under the auspices of the "Congress" to 
h the Ohio ago public was invited. The pablio mooting was presided 
r by Roger N. Baldwin, Bireotor of the American Civil liberties Union 
has frequently expressed his sympathy for Communism. Baldwin in his 
ess at the Coliseum, called attention to the fact that some organ* 
tions had objected to cooperating with the Goraaunists in this "Congress,! 
glared that "it is impossible to have any worth while movement without 
mmunista," it is interesting to note that at the Coliseum meeting, 
pies of the current number of "soviet Russia Today" were sold* This 
rubor contains an article by Baldwin in which he states his sympathy for 
mmunism in the following words , "the class struggle is the central conflict] 
f the world but all others are incidental. When the power of the working ;] 
las3 is once achieved as it has been only in the Soviet Union, I am for | 
aintaining it by any means whatever." It is interesting to recall that :j 
aldwin in a speeoh delivered in New Haven, Conn, in early February of this * 
oar declared publicly that he was a Communist, 

One of the principle speeches at the "Congress" was delivered by 
the welljJ known Communist Mrs, Klla Reeve Bloor who had Just returned from 
Paris where she attended the "World Congress of Women against War and 
Faoism" at the head of thirty-nine delegates from the United States* A 
report of this W^rld Congress published in lapreoor, an official inter- 
national Communist news service, declares that among those elected as 
honorary members of the presidium of this World Congress were; Clara 
set kin f Rosa Luxemburg, and Karl Liebkneoht, heroes of the German Com- 
xunist -novemont; Mrs. Ad% Wright mother of two sootsboro boys; Gertrude 
nuo^g, ^morioan Communist imprisoned in China; Camilla Boverra a member 
of th© Control Committee of tho Commnist party of Italy; Ernest Thaelmann, 
imprisoned Gormn Communist loader; Hertha stuermer, a member of the 
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ternational Woman*s Secretariat of the Communist International, and 
nri Barbusse, leading French Communist recently feted by the Ooramaniit 
rty in the United States.

Before being appointed editor of "Fight" pass was the 
litor of the "Labor Defender," official organ of the Communist legal 
efonse organization, the International Labor Defense. He is a prom- 
ciont member of the John Reed club which is the officially recognised 
rganization of Communist writers and artists. Associated with him on 
he editorial conrnittoe which is listed in "Fight" is Donali Henderson 
rho was reoently dropped from the faculty of Columbia University as a

When broadcasting was in its infancy the 
League sponsored, on station WODA, the first 
Radio Forum ever to be presented over the air, 
and under its auspices Communist intrigue was 
first described over station WRNY. It exposed and 
combatted Communist "boring from within" the 
United Mine Workers many months before this 
subversive activity came to the attention of tho 
United States Senate. Its representatives socured 
evidence which proved the Communist conspiracy 
to give this country its first "lesson in revolution" 
at Passaic, New Jersey. It was a relentless foe of 



RETURNING from France to find Red agitators in their home towns denouncing 
the Government for which they had been ready to give their lives, a group of 
indignant veterans banded together with patriotic citizens to organize an intellec- 
tual defense of their country. In this way the Constitutional Educational League 
came into being, to win instant national recognition. 

In the first year Chief Justice William Howard Taft toured the country in its 
behalf, while General Leonard Wood and Mayor Ole Hansen of Seattle, who 
quelled the first Communist uprising in Amorica, made nationwide speaking 
tours under its auspices. At the same timo hundreds of League speakers mounted 
soap boxes in communities where Red campaigns were under way and thousands 
of volunteers enrolled in the League's "Soap Box University" and were trained, by 
correspondence, to combat the radicals with facts and argument In cooperation 
with State and local officials patriotic groups everywhere were aroused and 
mobilized. 

William Z. Foster's Red unions and successfully 
opposed their activities in many industrial cities. 
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In recent years the League was first to expose 
the Communist campaign to organize "runs" on 
banks; first to uncover the Red drive to extend its 
influence among the unemployed by organizing 
them into Communist controlled unions, and it 
was first to identify Communists on the public 
payroll 

With the advent of the Communist inspired and 
controlled CIO, the League again, under the 
leadership of Judge John L. Gilson. Yale trustee 
and Civilian Aide to the Secretary of War. and 
Joseph P. Kamp, New York author and lecturer, 
assumed the foremost position in the battle to 
Stop Lewis and SMASH COMMUNISM. During 
the campaign over 10.000,000 pieces of literature 
were published; one booklet alone — "Join the 
CIO— and holp build a SOVIET AMERICA"— 
having had a circulation of over 2,200.000 copies. 
League literature provided the factual basis for 
thousands of speeches, editorials and feature arti- 
els. Its speakers were made available to address 
hundreds o! meetings and broadcast their mes- 
sage over radio stations in every section of the 



country. In the South the League sponsored two 
regular radio programs each week for nine 
months and in New England a weekly broadcast 
was presented over a six months period. "Con- 
stitution College" was established in Birmingham 
and over 500 ministers, educators and workers 
were trained to become speakers and leaders. 
Hon, William F. (Alfalfa Bill) Murray, former 
Governor of Oldahoma and a leading Constitu- 
tional authority, toured the South under the 
League's auspices, while Congressman Clare E. 
Hoffman carried the fight directly to the CIO in 
Alabama, Tennessee* Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
and New England. 
As a result of its widening influence the League 



is being called upon constantly to provide infor- 
mation to writers, business men, industrialists, 
ministers, civic workers and public and prosecut- 
ing officials in connection with the ever mounting 
radical campaign. To facilitate this activity the 
League has established an unusual newspaper 
— HEADLINES — which provides concise, authentic 
material for use in defending the American sys- 
tem of Private Enterprise and our Constitutional 
form of Government. 

The League proposes, with the cooperation of 
alert citizens who appreciate their responsibili- 
ties, to expand and extend its activities; to mo- 
bilize Public Opinion, and to lead a vigorous and 
mighty crusade for Americanism.

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AN OUTLINE OP AIMS AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF TttE 
CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE 



The Constitutional Educational League* with headquarters 
in the First National Bank building in New Haven, was or- 
ganised some ten odd years ago under the active direction of 
Mr. Chester A* Hanson and Mr. Joseph P. Kamp (not incorpora- 
ted), as a fact-finding movement concerning the workings of 
the Communist and other alien Red movements, and to dissemi- 
nata this information through every known means of public 
expression; i. e., newspapers, magazines, speakers, radio, 
etc. Briefly, our program has consisted of the following 
endeavors i 

1. INDUSTRIAL ACTIVITY, By close cooperation 
with plant executives, providing expert ad- 
vice and active assistance, the League coun- 
teracts the organization of workers in Com- 
munist bodies and in a great many instances > 
has made Red strike leadership ineffective* 

2 # PUBLICITY* Statements to the local press, 
feature stories and magazine articles pro- 
vide a means of calling public attention 
to the many and varied ramifications of the 
Red movement in the various communities. 

3# C0OP&IATI0N WITH OFFICIALS. Since its in- 
ception, the League has been in a position 
to give expert advice, information and as- 
sistance to civic authorities, prosecuting 
officers and the police, thus enabling them 
to cope more successfully with radicals who 
run afoul of the Law. 

4. UNDEKCOVEK INVKSTIGATION. In order to keep 
well-informed concerning the activities and 
plans of the various agitators operating 
within the State, the League has consistently 
maintained representatives within the Red 
movement, itself, and, in this way, has often 
been able to circumvent the radicals' plans 
by counter-activity. 

5. DISRUPTIVE TACTICS ♦ Representatives of the 
League attend important meetings of the Com- 
munists, not with a view towards denying 

or abridging their right of free speech, but 
to question their speakers from the floor so 
that the true facts relative to the Red or- 
ganization and its program may, as far aa 
possible, be introduced before the audience. 
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6. EDUCATIONAL LECTuRKS. The League provides 
speakers for Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions, Ex- 
change and other civic organizations, par- 
ent-Toucher Associations, American Legion, 
V* F. W*, and other veteran groups, Super- 
intendent and Foreman's Clubs in indus tries, 
Men's Clubs in ohurohes, fraternal organi- 
zations and various other patriotic bodies, 
to discuss the Constitution in all its many 
phases as well as the activities of the sub- 
versive elements * The principal speakers 
if no have been made available for this pur- 
pose without charge are: Harold Lord Varney, 
Joseph P. Kamp, Charles E* Clark and Judge 
John H* Kirkhanu Mr* Varnqy has addressed 
several gatherings here in New Haven, and 
Mr* Kamp has addressed on one or more oc- 
casion all the Service Clubs in this vicin- 
ity as well as the other groups above men- 
tioned* We have also procured volunteer 
speakers for organisations from among the 
ranks of eminent jurists, barristers and 
clergymen* 

7* LITERATURE* League pamphlets, leaflets 
and booklets are published and distribu- 
ted which have an appeal to both the in- 
telligentsia and the masses. 

8. RADIO* While our speakers have appeared 
from time to time over scattered radio 
stations for single broadcasts, our prin- 
cipal effort in this connection will be 
inaugurated some time next month when we 
will present a regular weekly radio sories 
over Station WICC, Bridgeport and New Ha- 
von, for a period of fqjattbeon weeks* Some 
of these talks will go out over the Yankee 
Network* 

9. FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY. The League 
issues Confidential Annual Reports of its 
activities, receipts and expenditures to 
individuals and organizations to whom this 
information can be safely entrusted with- 
out becoming the property of our enemies* 
such as the Connecticut Manufacturers* 
Association, the Connecticut Chamber of 
Commerce, New Havon Chamber of Commerce, 
etc. , etc # 

10 •LEAGUE DIRECTORS. The activities of the 
League ore under the active direction of 
Mr* Chostor A. Hanson, Its Executive Secre- 
tary* who has been connected with bhe 



organisation for years since its inception* 
Judge John L. Gils on, of New Haven, is Chair- 
man, Dr. H. W. Benjamin, of Hartford, Field 
Secretary and Mr* William H. Rush, Jr., is 
Sooretary* We have on our Advisory Committee 
such men as Major P« LeRoy Harwood, of New 
London, Col* Anson F. Keeler, of Norwalk, 
Judge John H. Kirkham, of New Britain, Judge 
Bacon Wakeraan of Fairfield, and other men 
of equal prominence and responsibility. 

Our financial structure in the past, as you can well 
appreciate, has not been one to be boastful about, our 
budgets in past years have never exceeded $7500 annually; 
this year, however, we anticipate a budget of around ten 
or eleven thousand dollars. We feel, however, that the 
best endorsement whidh could possibly be tendered us is 
the circumstance that we have survived with respectabil- 
ity for public service, often at extreme sacrifice/ to 
ourselves as individuals, over a period of a great many 
years*

jr^HE growing influence of revolutionary Socialism 
\) among American university and college students is 
revealed strikingly in an article by Francis A, Hcnson on 
"Students and Revolution in the United States" which was 
contained in the current issue of "The Student World/' 
published in Geneva, Switzerland, Since the publication 
has attracted little notice in the United States, it will be 
interesting to summarize some of the writer's revelations 
for the benefit of an American public slowly awakening to 
the seriousness of the radical trend, 

Henson has for several years been an active participant 
in various Socialist movements in this country, His sym- 
pathies bring him nearer to the Communist or "Militant" 
Socialist position than to the reformist Socialists, although 
it is doubtful if he has ever been an actual member of the 
Communist Party. He is at present one of the executives 
of the Communist-controlled "American Congress Against 
War and Fascism," of which he was in the beginning the 
Executive Secretary, 

American student youth according to Henson has 
passed through a fundamental psychic change since the 
beginning of the depression. It has tot the individutfa 
of outlook of the pre-depression period It is loo% fat 
firmer intellectual ground upon whfch to place its feet, ai 
it faces the sterner tasks which now confront the ttitm 

His explanation of why American youth does not tarn o 
to "Right" or Fascist movements in tkh period ti it hti 
done in Europe he furnishes by pointing out tie long work 
of Marxism propaganda which his been carried on in the 
colleges by the "Left." The remit of this propigtnda hit 
been to swing the best minds in the colleges to Socialism 
or Communism-t task which hu been easy in yiew of the 
absence of any opposing "Rigjif youth moment 



ist Society, founded by Upton Sinclair, Jack London and 
others, and more recently called the League for Industrial 
Democracy, The directors of this organization are Norman 
Thomas and Dr. Harry W. Laidler. The influence of the 
LID. has been very great in conditioning the thinking' of 
thousands of the present professors of socid science, Mt 
they were still undergraduates." 

As a supporter of militant Socialism, Mr. Henson points 
out regretfully that in the past the League's "emphasis 
has been a social democratic rather than a revolutionary 
socialist one. However, it has prepared many for the revo- 
lutionary position which they now take." 

An encouraging symptom, he finds, is the fact that the 
Student Council of the League for Industrial Democracy 
at its recent convention adopted a program "which differs ' 
little from that of the National Student League, the Com- 
munist student organization." 

Of this Communist faction he says the following: "The 
N,S.L. is just three years old. It is one of the many special 
semi-controlled organizations of the Communist Party 
which welcomes into its membership all in its functional 
category who are willing to work under its direction re- 
gardless of their political affiliations. Although it has an 
inadequate office and no paid staff and fewer local units 
than the LID. it is very aggressive and heartily joins in 
united front activities with the L.I.D. and other student 
organizations, Like the LID,, it publishes a monthly 
nugazine of considerable literary merit" 

A$ an example of the effective power of these two 
"Left" groups, the author instances the "united front stu- 
dent strike against war" in which both leagues participated 
on April 13th of this year. 

"About 25,000 students and faculty members took part 
in these demonstrations," he relates. "At Vassar a parade 
of five hundred students was led down the main streets of 
Poughkeepsie by President itacCracken. At the College of
